Enoch who was translated because he 
pleased God. As we refer to Enoch 
in the Old Testament we find only 
five verses in Genesis (5:19-24) all 
the record there is of him, and verses 
22 and 24 both state he walked with 
God. 

It meant something to walk with 
God in that day just as it does today. 
Wickedness abounded on every hand. 
The sixth chapter of Genesis tells of 
the wickedness of men, their thoughts 

‘being evil continually, and the heart 
of God was so grieved he repented 
that he had made man and planned 
his destruction. In the midst of such 
wicketdness Enoch walked with God. 

Genesis, chapter five, lists the long- 
lived men of that day, their birth, the 
children they begot, length of life, 
and the record “and he died.” In the 
midst of the death records of these 
men, the Bible states of Enoch “and 
he was not, for God took him.” At 
the early age of 365 years God saw 
it was enough and took Enoch by 
translation. 

Surely this is a type of the Church 
of Jesus Christ today. As Christians 
walk with the Lord and have the tes- 
timony of pleasing Him, He shall 
catch away His own! How lifting it 
is to walk with the Lord who has re- 
vealed Himself so that the soul sings 
of His love and grace, walking and 
talking with Him along the way of 
life, esteeming His reproaches greater 
riches than the treasures of this world 
for in Him is found completeness for 
body, soul and spirit.

iteth nothing, but circumcision is to be 
of the heart in the spirit (Romans 
2:28, 29). The unprofitable must be 
cut off and the heart cleansed of its 
worthless sinful pleasures with the 
lusts of the flesh and the new crea- 
tion be perfected.

Where does this walk end? Trans- 
lation? Rapture? Death? Termin- 
ology is sometimes questioned. But 
the Word of God is plain that God 
took Enoch to be with Him and. Reve- 
lation 19:19 gives us a glimpse of 
much people in heaven saying the 
same things the true believer says 
here, Hallelujah, salvation, glory, hon- 
or and power unto the Lord our God. 

Yes, this same God is able to bring 
His own through the wickedness, 
fifth, ungodliness of a world control- 
led by The Prince of the power of the 
air. And though the record of most 
will be “and he died”, there is also 
the record that God keeps of those 
who are walking with Him and just 
as surely as Enoch was translated, so 
too, shall God catch away His own 
who are alive and remain with those 
now asleep, who shall come forth out 
of the grave to be with the Lord (1 
Thessalonians 4:15,16,17).

dertook a great number of building 
projects for the Kingdom of God. He 
constantly thought in terms of ad- 
vance and progress and the better- 
ment of facilities and accommodations 
for spiritual achievement. A great 
share of the credit for the thriving 
plant we know as Bethany Park is 
due him. He ever sought to provide 
adequately for each phase of the Dis- 
trict operation. 

But there was one project that 
Brother Gaston envisioned that he 
failed to see brought to fulfillment. 
In the closing months of his ministry, 
he had spearheaded a program to pro- 
vide an adequate District office and 
administration building. He believed 
that this structure was necessary in 
order to house the District offices ade- 
quately. He had moved to take posi- 
tive action in providing this lack, and 
in co-operation with the District fel- 
lowship had definitely seen this enter- 
prise enter its planning stages. Had 
he lived, almost surely a new District 
office building would have been a 
reality under his wise leadership. 

It is, therefore, the hearty desire of 
the presbytery and District officers, 
that this project, which he began to 
plan, be carried through as an abiding 
memorial to this great man of God, 
W. T. Gaston. This, in a sense, is the 
culmination of the District expansion 
program that was undertaken with the 
move to Bethany Park in 1948. It is 
indeed a fitting memorial and tribute 
to Brother Gaston’s career, Our Dis- 
trict offices need to be adequately 
housed, and there is no question but 
that Brother Gaston would have 
wished it to be so. 

The project is already off the 
ground inasmuch as a sizeable portion

of the needed funds has been provid- 
ed through the sale of the “panhandle” 


area of Bethany Park. Although this 
$10,000 from the Scott’s Valley School 
District will pay for only a portion 
(about one-third) of the total cost of 
the proposed building, at least it is 
sufficient to get the project off to an 
excellent beginning. The difference, 
of course, will be provided by loving 
friends of W. T. Gaston and the Dis- 
trict who wish to have a part in this 
very practical and fitting memorial. 

The building will be one story in 
height and approximately 100 feet 
long. It will be located in the gate 
area of Bethany Park and will face 
the highway. The structure is to in- 
clude accommodations for all of the 
District officials and department 
heads, a reception room, a large gen- 
eral workroom and 1nailing room, and 
a conference room. There will be a 
fireproof concrete vault for the pro- 
tection of District records. 

The new building will be construct- 
ed of concrete and glass block and 
frame stucco. The architectural style 
will be contemporary. It will serve 
to beautify the gate area of Bethany 
Park, for included in the building

plans is the project to landscape the 


entranceway and provide suitable 
signs to identify our District camp- 
ground. There will be adequate 
parking area in connection with the 
new building. 

The chairman of the building com- 
mittee spearheading this memorial ad- 
ministration building, is L. R. Ander- 
son. Other members of the commit- 
tee are: M. H. Heicksen, Enoch 
Christofferson, Leonard Palmer, R. A. 
Wilson Sr., and J. L. Gerhart. The 
architect is Joseph Colombo who is 
a member of the architect’s staff of the 
General Council. 


The greundbreaking for the project 
has been announced for the mid-part 
of November. The exact date will be 
furnished to nearby pastors and 
friends through the mails. 

In the coming months, no doubt 
Glad Tidings will frequently feature 
reports concerning the progress of the 
W. T. Gaston Memorial Administra- 
tion Building. In the meantime, the 
project has begun. Gifts from God’s 
stewarts who desire to have one last 
part in honoring the memory of our 
beloved Brother Gaston are now in- 
vited. Surely, he would have asked 
us to participate, and gladly led us in 
the act. A little help from everyone 
will speedily see the W. T. Gaston 
Memorial Administration Building an 
accomplished fact.

EVEN A HORSE DOCTOR 


TRAINING IS THE KEY TO EFFECTIVE 
service. Rarely ever does the average 
person stop to consider the amount of 
time and money which are spent in 
the training of the persons with whom 
they come into contact in the ordinary 
round of life. The teacher, the beauty 
operator, the barber, the nurse, the 
osteopath, the physician, the plumber, 
the veterinarian, and hundreds of 
others who make up the trades and 
professions, 


These persons are what they are, 
not simply because of an overnight 
choice — a sudden desire to enter a 
certain trade or profession, but be- 
cause much time, money, and effort 
have been expended. For example 
the public school teacher must have 
at least four years of college training 
‘plus a graduate school degree for a 
slightly higher position. The osteo- 
path does a seven year course before 
he can rent his office and hang up his 
sign. The plumber is a man of ac- 
quired skill — not just a guy with a 
knack of fitting pipes together, but 
one who has studied for his trade. 
Tio be a “Journeyman” he has to 
spend two nights each week for five 
years. It is almost unbelievable that 
so much preparation is required of a 
plumber. 

In our day of specialized training 
there are schools for everyone from 
young junior to granddad who. has 
retired. We go on learning to keep 
alive with new interests in life. Per- 
haps there are more college graduates 
today than there have ever been. It 
is largely because we realize our need 
of knowledge and skill to keep pace 
with a progressive age. 

Often a veterinarian is jokingly re- 
ferred to as a “horse doctor.” But 
contrary. to common opinion even a 
horse doctor spends six years in col- 
lege! 

All this adds up to the fact that 
training for Christian service is not 
an unnecessary item of time and ex- 
pense which the church is requiring 
of its teachers. Five years to be a 
plumber — six years to be a veterin- 
arian — seven years to be an osteo- 
path, and the Sunday School only asks 
that we spend ONE WEEK A YEAR 
—Five night in training. The formal 
requirements are pityfully low — but

lower still when some schools never 
have a training course. 

There are reasons why these schools 
go from year to year without train- 
ing. Some have the erroneous idea 
that unless they have a course in Jan- 
uary that they will not receive credit 
on the National Sunday School Stand- 
ard, Others have just not considered 
the practicality of a fall training 
course. This is the pefrect time for 
many schools. When school bells be- 
gin to ring again after a long sum- 
mer vacation there is that almost in- 
stinctive call back to the books. This 
year the 1957 Emphasis Book: THE 
SPIRIT HIMSELF, by Ralph M. 
Riggs can be offered at any time dur- 
ing the fall. You may wish to avoid 
the January rush. Contact your Dis- 
trict Director and plan early.

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Pacific Mission Villa is coming to 
Bethany Park! Perhaps it won't be 
quite as cosmopolitan as our art work, 
but it does stand to be a special kind 
of a home for missionaries from every 
land. Surely the launching of such 
a project is the answer to the prayers 
of many. 

Those who were at the Mid-winter 
Convention last February in Stock- 
ton will remember this matter was 
first presented there. The constitu- 
ency went on record as favoring the 
undertaking of this project under the 
circumstances in which it was present- 
ed. Such a response was to be ex- 
pected, for deep in the hearts of many 
pastors and women of the W. M. C., 
as well as friends of the missionaries, 
has long been the growing burden 
that homes should be. provided for 
our missionaries on furlough. Pacific 
Mission Villa is intended to be an an- 
swer to this need. 

What circumstances have put this 
project within our reach? Here is the 
background: A Missionary Rest 
Home has been carried on in the Los 
Angeles area for many years by first 
Miss Clara Miner, then by Miss Agnes 
E. Jacobson. The home was origin- 
ally given and maintained through 
gifts from a wealthy Pentecostal sis- 
ter in New York, and was thus oper- 
ated as a Trust under the courts of 
New York and California. Through 
a number of providential leadings, 
Brother Willard Peirce was asked by 
Miss Jacobson and then appointed as 
co-trustee by the Superior Court of 
California. 

It was Miss Jacobson’s desire to 
build on the spacious grounds of the 
Missionary Home, a missionary vil- 
lage providing proper individual

homes for missionaries on furlough, 
and eventually for retired missionar- 
ies and ministers. However with her 
failing health, this vision was not to 


be realized for a little over a year-ago 
she suddenly went to be with her

Lord. Her passing left Brother Peirce 
as the sole trustee. He, too, saw the 
tremendous need and possibilities, but 
he felt that it should be carried on 
by a missionary organization instead 
of a single trustee. Naturally, having 
been a minister of the Assemblies of 
God for many years, he turned to 
Brother Noel Perkin the General Mis- 
sionary secretary. 

Brother Perkin referred him to 
Bother Haystead, then Assistant Su- 
perintendent of the Northern Califor- 
nia and Nevada District, who had 
had been writing Brother Perkin re- 
peatedly about the need for a Mis- 
sionary Villa on the West Coast. When 
Bro. Peirce broached the subject to 
Bro. Haystead, he felt at once this 
was the answer to his prayer. Our 


beloved late Brother Gaston also felt 
that God was in the proposal. Later 
the entire District Presbytery, when 
informed of the offer, asked Bro. 
Peirce to describe the proposal to the 
District Council in Stockton. There 
the entire Council voted to authorize 
the Presbytery to either give or lease 
sufficient land for the building of the 
Missionary Villa at Bethany Park. The 
project is of wide regional interest, for 
in conformity to Bro. Noel Perkin’s re- 
quest, it is being set up to serve the 
missionaries of the entire West Coast, 
and in fact, any missionaries of the 
whole Assemblies of God, as room 
should be available. 

To meet the need for proper super- 
vision, Bro. Peirce petitioned the 
Court to have Brother Leonard Pal- ~ 
mer and Brother Joseph L. Gerhart 
appointed as Co-trustees. Also, steps 
were taken to set up an Advisory 
Council composed of one representa- 
tive from the General Council For- 
eign Missions Department, and one 
from each of the Districts on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

There are details to be worked out, 
of course, but the progress thus far is 
indeed a miracle. The Lord has pro- 
vided adequately for the building of 
several homes and given the whole 
Foundation an Assembly of God di- 
rectorship. Let us pray that all final 
problems shall be resolved speedily, 
that very soon Pacific Mission Villa 
shall be a reality at Bethany Park. 
Certainly, ‘most every missionary of 
our Fellowship must echo a hearty 

amen.

everything to the house, so he would 
try to help Mummie. As little boys 
do, sometimes he’d drop things along 
the way. So Oren and Daddy would 
come and wed take everything to the 
bedroom. I would make a mad rush 
for the scissors to cut the string prop- 
perly, for if I didn’t, the children 
‘would coax Daddy to use his pocket 
knife. Since he is always in a hurry 
to get into the box the paper may get 
cut as well as the string. 

You should see the intense excite- 
ment, hear the shouts of joy, and see 
the jumping as we pull out the lovely 
shirts, boxer shorts, colorful socks, and 
then bigger shirts and blouses, toys, 
pencils, books, household gadgets, and 
foodstuffs. Maybe you have put a 
newspaper in the bottom of the box 
without thinking, or even a funny pa- 
per and we read them, for it’s news 
from home. When we have finished 


taking the nice things from the boxes 
I chase everyone from the room and 
carefully fold all the wrapping paper, 
tissue paper, untie the knots in the 
strong string, and then store them 
away, for soon we will be needing 
them for mailing Sunday School and 
other literature to our African work- 
ers. The Print Shop is always in need 
of these items. NOTHING IS WAST- 
ED, even the most insignificant things 
are put to good use. 

The ribbons are even useful. On 
one occasion we used some bright red 
ribbon to dress up a flower girl at a 
wedding. We threaded the ribbon 
through a paper doily and tied it 
around Joybelle’s short, curly, black 
hair, and then we put a pretty red 
flower on top. Did she ever look 
pretty! So your parcels bring cheer 
and usefulness to many more than the 
address would indicate. Your hours 
of work are not in vain, and the ma- 
terial side of your W. M. C. groups 
are a tremendous blessing. 

We enjoy also the birthday cards 
you thoughtfully send us. Cards have 
come for the children with one stick 
of gum and a tiny balloon enclosed, 
and these have delighted them. Some 
W. M. C. Moms ask for prayer re- 
quests and here is where we feel your 
spiritual strength. It is not by our 
might or programs, but by His Spirit 
that souls are born into the Kingdom

Amazing new electronic eye may 
see edge of Universe 

A potent new electronic eye un- 
veiled may let the 200-inch Palomar 
telescope see three times farther into 
space, perhaps to the edge of the uni- 
verse. It might also capture really 
clear, detailed pictures of Mars to 
solve the mystern of its “canals.” 

This amazing, but tiny tube can 
make faint light and images thousands 
of times brighter. That’s the hope for 
seeing stars so far away they are in- 
visible now. 

It will be used on the great Mount 
Palomar telescope perhaps within six 
months, said Dr. J. W. Coltman of 
Westinghouse Electric Corporation. 

The Palomar telescope in effect 
would become equal to a telescope 
with a mirror 2,000 inches wide, or 
half the length of a football field. 

Theoretically it might see objects 
three times farther out in space than 
now is possible. Dr. Coltman said, 
Palomar now takes pictures of stars 
one to 2,000,000,000 light years away 
—the distance light travels in that 
time at 186,000 miles per second. 

The electronic eye might help it 
see out three to 6,000,000,000 light 
years. If, as some astronomers think 
our universe is 5,000,000,000 to 6,000- 
000,000 years old, and still expanding, 
that would mean visibility out to the 
edge of the universe.

The attorney general of Colorado 
has ruled that distribution of Gideon 
Bibles to school children violates the 
state and federal constitutions, 
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“Teen-Beer” for Juveniles 


Brewers in certain sections of the 
country are busy cultivating the crop 
of war and post-war babies who will 
become potential customers soon after 
1960. To set up the new market they 
have given a new twist to an old pro- 
duct, pushing a teen-brew that looks 
like beer, foams like beer, tastes like 
beer and smells like beer. The new 
brew is “legal” — it just skirts the law. 

One brewing firm provides it in 
carry-out containers as a “teen-agers” 
special, It contains one-half of one 
per cent of alcohol or less, thus avoid- 
ing state and federal regulations and 
taxes. In Wisconsin the teen-beer is 
called a “cereal beverage.” This 
marks a new low for liquor merchan- 
dising and emphasizes the importance 

of sound and convincing education 
as to the effect of alcohol upon the 
body, mind and skills, not only in 
the public schools and churches but 
also in the home, both by precept and 
example.

The U. S. army, fitting itself for the 
atomic age, is spending about six 
times as much money for guided mis- 
sles as for traditional artillery. It is 
expected that before 1966 the army 
will have no gun type artillery left 
except mortars to fire at close range.
